ANAHEIM, Nov. I.—The directors 
of the Anaheim Union W ater Com­ 
pany held a special m eeting on Sat­ 
urday last, and let the contract for 
building a 66-inch inverted siphon to 
replace flume 7, 
according 
to 
t,he 
plans prepared 
by 
Engineer 
Sher­ 
wood, to 
the 
W estern 
Reinforced 
Concrete Pipe Company of Los Ange­ 
les. 
The capacity of the pipe will be in 
excess of 5000 m iners’ inches. Flume 
7 is the largest of the three rem ain­ 
ing flumes on the Cajon canal, being 
700 feet long, and over fifty feet high. 
These flumes are over twenty years 
old, and m ust be renewed very soon. 
It is proposed to replace 
one 
each 
year. 
Recent advances in tjie a rt of 
building concrete pipe has made it 
possible to construct pipe capable of 
w ithstanding 
high 
pressure; 
and 
while this siphon is of considerably 
larger size than any yet built by the 
pipe company, no doubt is felt as to 
its success; and the work 
is 
fully 
guaranteed. 
The cost is 
but 
little 
m ore than a tem porary structure of 
wood or steel, and it is expected to 
last forever. 
The siphon is to be built to the 
north of the flume, which will remain 
in tact until t,he siphon is fully tested 
T here will be no interruption in the 
delivery of w ater except while con 
nections are being made. 
The w ater company 
has 
recently 
completed a pipe line 11,700 feet in 
length of tw enty and twenty-two-inch 
pipe from pumping plant No. I to the 
Intake of the Yorba ditch, at the old 
church above Yorba. 
The pipe was laid in the bottom of 
the 
old 
Anaheim 
ditch. 
Pum ping 
plant No. I is situated near the sec 
tion house on Horse Shoe Bend, and 
the w ater obtained there is used to 
supply the 200 inches, to which the 
Yorba company is entitled, during the 
summer. 
This 
improvement 
will 
save 
at 
least fifty inches of w ater which was 
lost by seepage and evaporation, and 
enable No. I to nearly or quite supply 
t,he Yorba right. 
A small regulating reservoir at the 
plant will enable a constant head to 
be m aintained, about which there has 
been some complaint. 
A 12-inch pipe 
320 feet long was also laid from the 
Yorba intake to a point in the Cajon 
canal directly above, through which 
the w ater will be turned out to Yorba 
during the winter. 
Tjhese improvements 
are

most perm anent character, and will 
result in a considerable saving of wa 
te r when it is m ost needed.

One of the notable changes in the 
fruit industry is Hie improved m eth­ 
ods of packing and handling it. 
Many 
of us who were brought up as boys on 
or near farms have a vivid memory of 
the careless way in which the average 
farmer used to handle his fruit; and 
we are deeply im pressed 
with 
the 
com paratively great, but still inade­ 
quate, care in handling citrus fruits in 
California 
orchards 
and 
packing 
houses. 
The old timer used to sling around 
such a fruit as apples, as if a Baldwin 
was a stick of wood. 
An apple looks 
as if it had a pretty firm texture. But 
a slight dent or abrasion starts decay 
which soon spreads throughout that 
specimen, and 
is 
com municated to 
others. 
An apple sorter would sit down on 
a box and toss the fruit to piles sev­ 
eral feet away. 
Apples 
would 
be 
poured from baskets into barrels, and 
those that were poured iii first would 
be very considerably dented by the 
fall. 
After a barrel was filled, an hon­ 
est packer would give it a thorough 
shaking down, so as to he sure his 
custom er got good measure. 
T his no 
doubt jammed the fruit still more and 
established the seeds of decay. 
The well trained grower of today, in 
California and elsew here, is learning 
that fruit is one of Hie most perish­ 
able products in the world. 
With a 
padded paraphernalia for sorting, and 
the wrapping of individual specimens 
in tissue, delicate fruits are success­ 
fully carried indefinite distances, and 
com e out about as good as they hung 
on the tree. 
Growers 
of 
oranges 
(leaches, lem ons, etc., long ago learned 
the watchful care that must lie given 
the dentate tissues. 
But 
thousands 
and thousands of apple growers have 
not yet learned this end of their busi­ 
ness. 
These modern methods seem finicky 
to tile old timer, hut they bring big 
returns in money. 
Not merely does 
fruit look handsomer when received 
in that way, but it has been 
so 
pro­ 
tected from wounds that it will last 
longer, bring a higher price, and he 
worth more money to the consumer. 
Producers that do not go Hie limit to 
keep their fruit from getting wounds 
and abrasions in transit can not ex­ 
pect to stand anywhere in the critical 
modern market.

long and 
a s big around as a per­ 
son’s little finger was cut out. A 
hole was drilled from the outside 
of the. hip bone inward toward 
the socket, and the shin-bone peg 
driven in. 
This operation was 
performed 
in September, and tile patient has 
done remarkably well. 
An X-ray 
picture of the fracture and the 
shin peg taken by Dr. Zaiser is 
exceedingly interesting.
